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N A RECENT REPORT OF A 
meeting between officers of the 
BC. Hospital Association and 
Health Minister Eric Martin, the 
statement was made that relations 
between the two were “the best 
they have ever been.” Parlier, Mr. 
Martin’s protestations that B.C.'s 
infant mortality rate was among 
the lowest in Canada received some 
soothing-syrup support from certain 
complacent editorial writers. 

The public must appreciate that 
assessments of this. situation are not 
often forthcoming from the doctors. 
Privately, they say that per capita 
expenses for hospital operations in 
B.C. are woefully behind the rest 
_of the nation, resulting in some of 
the lowest staffi ; 

seontinent. The Victoria Medical 
Association has notably refrained 
from public comment. 

The fact is that the public has 
placed hospital affairs in the hands 
of the government, and Mr. Martin 
is now entrusted. with upwards of 
$60 millions of the people’s money 
annually for administration of 
health services. The publie must 
therefore depend on public men for 
assurance; if doctors want to chal- 
lenge the existing order, they must 
enter the political arena and this 
they have largely been unwilling 
to do, 

One of the few who have spoken 
out is Dr. Ralph Adams, administra- 
tor of St. Joseph’s Hospital in Vic- 
toria, who believes that standards 
of health care in B.C. could. be 
greatly improved. Last October, he 
b t\in a report of the Patient 
Care Standards Committee which 
documented the areas of. improve- 
ment needed. He was met with a 
torrent of threats and personal 
abuse.

It wilt 
undoubtedly get’ such assurances 
from the politicians, as long as they 
control health services. 

But when the health, professions 
file reports, documenting the need 
for more money, more staff, and 
more research, they should be 
listened to with respect, and not 
greeted with abuse. Those members 
of the medical profession who “suf- 
fer in silence”—perhaps because of 
the threats of pete alt medicine 
which loom large in their lives these 
days—must examine their own con-

AS’ neighbors of the American people 
we Canadians are specially involved 
in a dictum laid down the other day by 
Walter Lippmann. And perhaps beiter 
than any other foreign 
people we should be 
able to understand the 
meaning of that dic- 
tum, its hopes and its 
ngers.

Pays Piper But... 

No aoubt Mr. Lippmann’s advice is 
sound. But as Canadians should know, 
because they know their neighbors, this 
is asking a great deal of them. For the 
Americans are now asked to accept su- 
preme responsibility without correspond- 
ing freedom of action. The man who 
pays the piper cannot nepessarily call 
the tune. 

So long as the United States was 
paramount, or as paramount as any 
nation can ever be, it could assume, or 
thought it could assume, that its taxes, 
trade deficits, gold losses and military 
risks were more or less tolerable. If 
paramountcy cost a high price it was 
worth paying because it seemed - to 
guarantee results. The supposed guar- 


, antee has lapsed with supremacy. 


Hence, says Mr, Lippmann, President 
Johnson's problem is not to “continue” 
his predecessor's exact policies, because 
they were at a standstill when their 
author died, but to devise new policies 
for the new situation.

Here, as I would judge from a recent 
visit to Washington, we must consider

that there is a limit to the intelligence, 
and certainly to the patience, of the 
American people. 

The limit can never be accurately 
measured at.any particular moment but 
its rough outline is plainly revealed by 
the present test of the American foreign 
aid program. Better than any available 
index, this progrem represents the 
American people's willingness to give 
away their money today in the hope of 
some hypothetical gain tomorrow. 

The Congress, as the people's mirror, 
not only has cut dowm foreign aid ap- 
propriations, against Mr. Kennedy's 
protests, but it intends to cut them still 
more, year by year. In short, the United 
States is getting tired of paying most 
of the bill when others, quite able to pay 
their share, refuse to pay it and yet 
condemn the United States for not pay- 
ing more. Among the chief critics are 
Canadians, whose moral preachments 
haye not been matched by their cash, 


Disenchantment 


Now a reduetion in American foreign 
aid is a long way short of isolation but 
it must surely be taken as a large straw 
in the wind. It expresses a deep and 
growing disenchantment with the United 
States’ true allies and its fair-weather 
friends. That is only a natural American 
reaction to the disenchantment of these 
allies and friends with the United States. 

Everybody agrees -- no one more 
heartily, or bitterly, than the world’s 
deepest soul-searchers, the American 
people themselves —- that the United 
States has been wrong about many 
things. The simple truth, however, is 
that no great power in all history has 
ever followed, by and large, so enlight-

N Oetobér-22 General Charles Foulkes, . 
appearing before the special defence 

committee, argued strongly for drastie 
changes in Canada's .role within NATO, 
The point to which he 
returned again and.

The argument for Western 
putting Jess effort into Germany ahd more 
into the defence of the North Atlantie was 
essentially a military one but it was based 
in part on @ political premise,“‘We were 
“very quick,” said Mr. Foulkes, “in get- 
ting the Americans out of Canada and 
taking over our own defence, and I think 
we should look the same way at Europe 
and the Europeans, who are very anxious 
to take over their own territorial defence.” 

Elsewhere General Foulkes stressed the 
fact that Germany by 1969 will be com- 
pletely free of restrictions. The Germana, 
with a free Swed, would then be desirous, 
he thought, of raising their own forces. 

On its face, the thesis is not implaus- 
ible, The presence of foreign troops is 
often resented, Canadian memories of 
Aldershot were stirred some years ago 
by| a flurry of sensational articles in our 
papers about ihe alleged mishehavior of:

Wherever we went in Germany, we. 
asked people about the Foulkes thesis. We 
could find no particle of evidence to sup- 
port it although we did learn that reports 
of the general's testimony had proused 
something like panic in parts of Germany, 
especially in Soest where the brigade was 
@luged with anxious calle from local 
townsfolk. 

One German, a private eitizen, listened 
to our questions with ineredulity and then 
said: “We don't think of the Canadians 
as foreign troops. We think of them as 
members of the family.” 


Insults Costly 

This’ family spirit is certainly in evi 
dence at Soest. The brigade attaches the 
highest importance to its relations with

It was # constant purzle to this corres. 
pondent that in West Germany, a-smalt, 
crowded country and the principal NATO 
theatre, Allied troops manage to be so 
inconspicuous. To find them, you have to 
go out looking for them. Even in West 
Berlin, you scarcely see a uniform along 
the Kurfurstendamm. We saw no drunk- 
enness, no rowdiness -by night and heard 
only praise for the splendid discipline of 
the forces guarding the city.

They Like De Gaulle 


The German attitude to de Gaulle is 
somewhat eomplicated. He enjeys very 
great personal popularity. One réason is 
that the Germans are desperately anxious 
to bury their ancestral feud with the 
French, The other is that Mr. de Gaulle’s 
four of Germany was a most brilliant 
performance. He knew well that he was 
speaking to a deeply troubied nation which 
had probed the depths of humiliation and 
still felt that it was regarded by many in 
the West as a moral outcast. 

Mr. de Gaulle'’s message was simple, 
He assured the Germans that they are a 
great people playing » great role in the 
defence of Europe, So they obviously are. 
but no one until Mr, de Gaulle (and afier- 
wards Mr. Kennedy) bad managed to 
appeal to-them in quite this, way. ‘ 

But the German feeling for de Gaulle 
does not extend fo various Gauilist poll 
cies, I did hear the “anion of the feiher- 
lands’’ coneept defended in Bonn but the 
speaker appeared to be defending it not 
only against us but also against protesting 
Germans in our group.

Secret service agents are 
trained to react in such a fash- 
ion, but none was close enough 
to the president to intervene.

The doctors in Dallas never 
found a‘ wound in Kennedy's 
back.
